The new word taught by Ihia awful hour is Inmrsal Training 
Militarism is repugnant to the mind of the Republic, hut adcqtHM 
training of the manhood of the nation fits into nil the ideals or our 
people. > 

The building of etfVient manhood is not only necessary for nft 
tional defense; it is a need of rHee perpetuation. This building should 
begin in the grades of our public schools, and be accentuated in the 
High Schools, and then continued to the point of diminishing returns. 
The physical training, correlated with mental tasks and social spirit 
as in the Wyoming plan, kindling the spirit of national service and 
unity and patriotism, would repay all effort in efficiency results for 
the individual. 

Our Young Manhood Needs a Tonic 

Aside from the necessity fof defense and security and national 
dignity and personal courage, we need a tonic lor OUT young man 
hood. The weak. Coft, nerveless yOttllg men we are developing can 
not father a worthy race. We need toning up. Cheering a game ol 
base ball, or sitting in 'he grand stand and watching hired players 
do a game of foot ball will not build a nation into physical Htnest. 
and manhood. 

Industrial Efficiency a Military Necessity 

Another consideration lor the voter this fall lies in the lesson ol 
correlation. With twenty million men ready and tit lor battle, we 
could still be defeated it the industrial life were not keyed to the sit 
uation. We need to progress in an orderly way in all the department" 
of life. To urge the advance of a group or Interest or section of out 
national life without thinking ol' the correlating needs of the othel 
expressions of our life, is to "lose- the advance - ' in a national sense. 

We need in control of the government lor the next lift \ years. .1 
group of leaders who can think of more than one thing at a time— 
who can enact reforms without disorirani/Hting the advance move- 
ments. • *(WJJ 

We have much to teach the world, and we need stability and 
security while we develop our internal life in an orderly way. In- 
ternal need, as well as national security, demand that we mobilize and 
correlate finances, manufacturing, agricult lire.- all the expressions 
of our life to the end of national unity for a time of need and pros- 
perity at al (timet. Financial prosperity is no disgrace, and no Con 
gross — even of a Republic needs to apologise for taking an interest 
in trade relations with the rest of the world. 

To spend hundreds of millions of dollars on a navy and hundreds, 
of millions more on the army, and then not to encourage the indus- 
trial development of a country, is to disregard all the lessons of the 
war in Europe. 

How thoroughly should we prepare ourselves for any danger 
that might come? Our preparedness should be as deep us our hatred 
of war, as wide as our iovc of country and humanity, and as long n- 
liberty has an enemy on earth. 

The Reward of Preparedness 

Conserving business for war is to conserve it for peace. As 1 
understand the issue al stake in 1916, it is to secure leadership that 
believes in all-round efficiency. We want an adequate navy to pro 
tect our shores and commerce, but we want a commerce to protect. 
We want military training to protect the nation, but we want a per 
manently prosperous nation to protect. We want individual training 
for service— military or civic, financial or industrial.- and in addition 
we want and must have, the national spirit to protect the individual 
wherever he may be while he serves us in any capacity, even on the 
high seas, in Mexico or on a Lusitania.— Edward Amherst Ott.

The new models will parade 
through the down business district 
of the city the morning of Tuesday, 
October 3. and Thursday, October 6, 
each parade terminating at the St. 
Louis Agricultural Pair, whore the 
cars will be parked together for com 
partson. 

Debut at "Open Week." 
These parades are to bu a feature 
of an "open week" on Automobile 
Row, officially defined by the St. 
Louts Automobile Manufacturers' and 
Dealers' Association as Locust street 
between Nineteenth street and Ohan- 
nlng avenue (3400 west). 

The association, which has charge 
of the open week and of the parades, 
has made arrangements whereby all 
of the St. Louts automobile concerns 
not located on Automobile Row may 
share space during the week with con- 
cerns that are located there. 

A total of 108 kinds of automobiles 
are sold by St. Louis dealers, accord 
Ing to statistics made public by Cap- 
tain Robert E. liee, secretary of the 
association and editor of the Auto 
Review. P. W. A, Vesper Is presi- 
dent of the association, which for 
some years held an annual show at 
Porest Park Highlands but has decid- 
ed that, for variety's Make, the 1917 
models shall make their debut dif- 
ferently.

The dealers in accessories and sup- 
plies have Joined In the open week 
movement and will show on Auto- 
mobile Row the newest Inventions for 
the equipment of automobiles, keep- 
ing their stores open until 10:30 
p. m.

Just why New York and Chicago 
allow the automobiles to make their 
American debut at St. Louis year af- 
ter year Ib a question that mystifies 
niauy persons but easily can be ex- 
plained without humiliating either of 
those clttes, according to Captain 
Lee.

To guarantee the payment of ihe In- 
terest and principal on a Mexican 
loan. 

To establish an American Commis- 
sion to supervise the expenditures In 
the rehabilitation of Mexico. 

To establish, as a collateral Issue, a 
constabulary under the partial control 
or this commission, for petroling the 
northern section of Mexico and for the 
protection of the border. This border 
patrol, under the present plan, would 
b" officered for the most part by Amer- 
ican military men. ami made up of 
Mexicans t|tinlifled for the positions. 

The Mexican Commissioners, now- 
ever, made It plain today thai lliey are 
not convince*! of their Inabllty to ne 
gotiate a loan on which to base the 
financial rehabilitation of their coun 
try One large hanking group has lef, 
them no room to doubt thut they will 
meet with no success there, but two 
other combinations have left them 
some small ground on which lo bust 
their hopes of success. 

The American Commission though 
advised by men In touch with th» 
financial situation. Is positive that 
American bankers will lot attempt te 
sell a Mexican loan.

All 
who would talk at all Insisted today 
that the strike Is labors greatest 
weapon and that they are opposed to 
any action that would In any way 
abridge it. Most of them believe thut 
a Federal Mediation Hoard would be 
a first step toward compulsory arbl 
tration.

This de- 
cision wbb reached by the bakers af 
ter giving (he five cent loaf a thorough 
try-out during the past two weeks 

It will be remembered that the price 
was raliiMl to six cents a few weeka 
ago but determining to again give th 
Ave cent loaf a thorough trial and 
wishing In Investigate further tb 
price was again lowered to Ave centa 
The largest baker In the city, Traxel, 
at once started an investigation to 
learn Just what It cost to the fraction 
of a cent to produce a perfect loaf of 
bread and to this end one man waa em 
ployed last week to do nothing but 
keep tab on the expenses of the bakery 
and the moneys realized from this de- 
partment of Traxel's business. At the 
close of the week a balance was drawn 
and we were yesterday taken Into the 
confidence of this concern and the bal- 
ance on the wrong side of the ledger 
would startle one. This concern Is 
QUlti a large one and the expenses of 
the bakery department for one week 
runs into the hundreds of dollars. Thev 
do a large business and, therefore, 
can afford to be satisfied with a small 
per cent, of profit, but the fact that •< 
man does a large business and makes 
a heavy loss on each article sold Is 
serious. Traxel Is not like the Aber- 
deen butcher who. although he lost 
money on each hug. could afford to sell 
them because he sold su many of them 
Everything that goes into making n 
> U f fee l ■■•! af bread has increased In 
price wonderfully within the past fev 
months Flour is now eight dollars 
and a half a barrel and everything else 
used has advanced in proportion. The 
WU1 |>aper wrappers used in wrapping 
the famous Quaker bread have In- 
creased more than two hundred per 
cent, in price ami now cost the local 
concern more than a quarter of a cent 
each. 

With tlie Ha loss of their plants 
staring them in the race Messrs 
Traxel and McNanier held a meeting 
yesterday at which time they decide! 
they must increase the price of bread 
to save themselves. The increasing 
of the price is not to their liking and 
they have done everything within their 
power to keep the price down to the 
popular jitney but a few more weeks 
at the great loss they experienced last 
week and are experiencing this week 
and they would both be out of bust 
ness. 

Ilread bus been increased in price 
all over the country and only this week 
some of the largest bakers in Cincin- 
nati Increased their price to six cents 
per loaf, while at Portsmouth, Colum- 
bus and most every city in this Hoction 
n' the country prices are above a 
nickle Itakers iu New York last week 
raised the price, and even now a meet- 
ing is being held in New York between 
the Master Bakers and representatives 
of the Housewives 1-eague in an at- 
tempt to find some plan to reduce the 
price of wheat and flour. 

The retail prices of six and ten 
rents will go Into effect Monday morn- 
ing al ail local stores handling either 
Traxel or McXumer bread.
